Porthcawl 
town beach 
now fully open 
to the public 


PORTHCAWL’S 
town beach has 
been fully reopened 
to the public again 
following the 
completion of work 
on its new £3m sea 
defences. 

All of the remaining 
fencing along the lower 
promenade has now 
been removed so peo¬ 
ple can enjoy strolling 
along the beach and 
taking a closer look 
at the new terraced 
revetment design which 
has been installed to 
replace the old ‘tarmac 
beach’. 

The design was cho¬ 
sen following a public 
consultation in 2013. 

A BCBC spokes¬ 
person said: “The 
185 large terraces are 
specially designed 
to divert the force of 
each incoming wave 


to either side, instead 
of allowing it to hit the 
seafront head-on. 

“The sea wall along 
the lower promenade 
has also been repaired 
and strengthened as 
part of the work.” 

The Welsh 
Government contrib¬ 
uted £2.3m towards 
the overall cost of the 
project, with Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) mak¬ 
ing up the remaining 
£700,000. 

Cllr Richard Young, 
BCBC’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for communities, 
said: “This was an 
extremely challenging 
feat of coastal 
engineering which 
needed to take account 
of issues such as 
unpredictable weather 
patterns and changing 
maritime conditions, 
but is more than worth 


the effort. 

“The new sea 
defences will be capa¬ 
ble of standing up to 
the elements, providing 
effective protection for 
around 260 seafront 
properties against 
flooding and erosion 
for the next century. 

“It has been fasci¬ 
nating to see the work 
take shape and I’m sure 
that everyone agrees 
that the new design is 
also far easier on the 
eye than the old tarmac 
beach.” 

Inspecting the new 
terraces comes with 
a warning though, as 
Cllr Young added: 
“Please bear in mind 
that the terraces are 
sea defences and the 
natural algae growth 
can get very slippery.”

Council warns about 
new litter scam 


PEDESTRIANS 
in Bridgend county 
borough are being 
warned not to be 
duped by a new 
scam. 

During the last couple 
of weeks there have been 
several reports of two 
men impersonating the 
3GS litter enforcement 
officers who are working 
on behalf of Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC). 

A BCBC spokesper¬ 
son said: “The scammers 
dress in black, just like 
the real enforcement 
officers, but are tricking 
residents by demanding 
instant cash payments of 
£150 for supposed lit¬ 
tering offences. In some 
instances, the scammers 
have also phoned up 
residents demanding 
additional payments. 

“The genuine 

enforcement officers are 
employed to clamp down 
on irresponsible litter- 
bugs. The officers always 
wear an official ID badge 
and lanyard, and will 
never ask for a cash pay¬ 
ment for a fixed penalty 
notice. Instead, officers 
will issue a ticket stating 
details of the offence as 
well as payment options, 
which include an online, 
telephone and postal 
payment option. 

“Fixed penalty notices 
issued by the real 


enforcement officers will 
be £100.” 

Cllr Hywel Williams, 
the council’s Deputy 
Leader, said: “Please 
watch out for this scam. 
We have received three 
reports in the space of 
two weeks of vulnerable 
people being caught out 
by these scammers who 
are impersonating our 
officers. 

“I’d like to make it 
clear that our official 
enforcement officers will 
never ask for cash up 
front for a fixed penalty 
notice, nor will they ever 
ask for your personal 
mobile number. We have 
been made aware of an 
instance where one local 
resident received a phone 
call requesting bank 
card details in order to 
pay a fine for dropping 
litter - it’s important to 
ensure that all residents 
know that we will never 
do this. 

“Our intention is to 
make Bridgend county 
borough a cleaner place 
to live and work so it is a 
huge shame that there are 
people who are using this 
as an opportunity to trick 
others. I think this is also 
a chance to remind res¬ 
idents to avoid being in 
this situation altogether 
by not dropping any litter 
at all.”

Opening hours to 
change at 
Recycling Centres 


BRIDGEND 
county borough’s 
three Community 
Recycling Centres 
will soon open for 
one hour less each 
day. 

New opening hours 
come into effect from 
Monday, June 17 
onwards, which will 
mean that the centres in 
Tythegston, Brynmenyn 
and Maesteg will close 
one hour earlier every 
day during the summer, 
while the centres will 
open half an hour later 
and close half an hour 
earlier during the winter. 

The new opening 
hours are: 

Summer hours (April 1 
- September 30), Monday 
to Friday: 8.30am-7pm; 
Saturday and Sunday: 
8.30am-5pm. 

Winter hours (October 
1 - March 31), Monday 
to Sunday: 9am-4pm. 

Cabinet members from 
BCBC have agreed to the 
change as it will save the 
local authority £17,000 


each year without caus¬ 
ing residents too much 
disruption. 

Cllr Hywel Williams, 
the council’s deputy 
leader, said: “Reducing 
the opening hours will 
have a minimal impact 
on recycling levels but 
will contribute towards 
the huge financial sav¬ 
ings that the council is 
required to make. This 
change was one of the 
money-saving sugges¬ 
tions that received sup¬ 
port from the residents 
who completed our 
‘Shaping Bridgend’s 
Future’ budget consulta¬ 
tion last autumn.” 

The access gates at 
the centres will shut 10 
minutes before closing 
times. All three sites are 
closed on Christmas Day, 
Boxing Day and New 
Year’s Day.

Operation Red 
dragon has 
jailed 27 for 
drugs offences

Operation Red Dragon 
has so far resulted in 27 
people receiving custo¬ 
dial sentences of more 
than 80 years in total. 
This was a large-scale 
operation to clampdown 
on the supply of class A 
drugs in Bridgend and 
the Vale of Glamorgan. 

We are committed to 
dismantling organised 
crime groups who prey 
on the most vulnerable in 
our communities. While 
these sentences are a 
positive result for our 
areas, we will not rest 
on our laurels and will 
continue the fight against 
illicit dmgs. 

The community are 
our eyes and ears, so 
please keep reporting 
your suspicions to us so 
that we can take action. 

I would also like to 
tell you about an oper¬ 
ation which took place 
over the weekend of 
June 7 and 8 in Bridgend 
county borough. Officers 
were out in Maesteg 


Town Centre, Aberkenfig 
and Caerau, as part of 
Operation Brake which 
aims to raise awareness 
of the signs of child sex¬ 
ual exploitation (CSE) 
within the night time 
economy. 

This operation 
involves partnership 
working between South 
Wales Police’s licensing 
and CSE teams along 
with the local authority’s 
licensing enforcement 
teams. Staff at licensed 
premises, hotels and taxi 
drivers, were spoken to 
by officers and posters 
highlighting how to 
identify the risks of CSE 
were distributed. 

Child sexual exploita¬ 
tion can happen to any 
child under the age of 18, 
making them vulnerable 
within the night time 
economy. 

If you have any con¬ 
cerns about CSE or drug 
supply, please report 
them to us on 101 or 999 
in an emergency.

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Crackdown on 


anti-social 
behaviour in 
county borough 


NEW public space protection 
orders (PSPOs) are set to 
be created in Porthcawl, 
Bridgend, Maesteg, Pencoed 
and Caerau to help tackle 
antisocial behaviour and dog 
fouling. 

The orders restrict activities 
ranging from drinking alcohol in 
public to dog fouling, while in two 
areas, public access is restricted at 
certain times. 

Some relate to extending existing 
orders, due to expire in 2020, and 
one involves placing new condi¬ 
tions on dog walkers. 

The orders aim to stop issues 
such as youth drinking, noise and 
violence, begging and people in the 
street under the influence of drugs. 

If people are caught breaking the 
orders by a police officer, police 
community support officer or 
council officers, they could be fined 
£100 or more, if the case goes to 
court. 

All orders would last for three 
years with three orders being a 
continuation of existing ones. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council’s cabinet will discuss the 
plans at a meeting on June 18 and 
proposals include creating new 
PSPOs to prohibit the consumption 
of alcohol in an open container 
within Bridgend, Caerau, Maesteg, 
Pencoed and Porthcawl. 

They will also include restricting 


the public right of way between 
Talbot Street and Plasnewydd 
Street, Maesteg, the highway to 
the rear of Wesley Street and 
Lloyd Street, Caerau at certain 
times and creating a new PSPO 
placing conditions on dog walkers 
for the collection and disposal of 
dog faeces and placing dogs on a 
lead when requested to do so by an 
officer. 

Dog walkers could also be fined 
£100 if they do not comply or be 
taken to court and given a fine on 
conviction of up to £1,000. 

A report going before cabinet 
next week states: “PSPOs are 
designed to stop individuals or 
groups committing antisocial 
behaviour in a public space. 

“They are intended to deal with a 
nuisance or problem in a particular 
area that is detrimental to the local 
community’s quality of life, by 
imposing conditions on the use of 
that area which apply to everyone. 

“They are designed to ensure 
the law-abiding majority can use 
and enjoy public spaces, safe from 
antisocial behaviour.” 

The estimated cost for imple¬ 
menting the four new orders is 
£7,500, including £3,500 for the 
design, manufacture and fixing of 
hard signs.

‘Misfits’ Cardiff 10k in Alan’s memory 



A WOMAN from 
Pontycymer has inspired 
100 friends and relatives 
to get their running 
shoes on for the Cardiff 
Metropolitan University 
Cardiff 10k this year, 
following the tragic loss 
of her partner. 

Nicola Elward (36) had been 
with her partner Alan (44), 
for 16 years, but he passed 
away while waiting for a third 
kidney transplant in June 2018 
due to complications with 
endocarditis, a rare infection 
of the inner lining of the heart. 

Alan had faced kidney dis¬ 
ease for much of his life. He 
had his first kidney transplant 
in 2002, but after seven years 
required a new one following 
kidney failure. 

In response to this news, 
Nicola donated her own kid¬ 
ney and Alan responded well 
to the transplant. 


However, tragedy struck 
seven years later. Alan’s kid¬ 
ney failed again and, while he 
was waiting for a third kidney 
transplant, his health deterio¬ 
rated and he passed away. 

Following her loss, Nicola 
signed up for this year’s 
Cardiff 10k to help raise 
£2,000 which will be shared 
between Kidney Wales and 
the British Heart Foundation. 

Following her announce¬ 
ment, friends and family ral¬ 
lied round and 70 people are 
joining her in the 10k with a 
further 30 signing up to do the 
2k fun run. 

The group is called ‘Alfle’s 
Misfits’ and is inspired by 
Alan’s ‘Alfie’ nickname 
among friends. 

Nicola said: “It shows how 
much Alan was loved that 
so many people have signed 
up to run the Cardiff 10k for 
him. One of my friends is 
even travelling from Ireland 


to take part. 

“I’ve taken part in the 
Cardiff I Ok race twice before, 
but this time it will be extra 
special with Alfle’s Misfits 
behind me. 

“As some of the team have 
never run a 10k before, we 
thought the ‘Misfits’ was a 
good group name. I know 
they’ll have a great time and 
really enjoy it. 

“I’d also like to thank 
Kidney Wales for all of the 
support they provided to Alan. 

“I know from first-hand 
experience how important 
fundraising is in allowing 
them to help people affected 
by kidney disease, so I’m 
delighted to run for them. 

“I also hope that Alan’s 
story inspires people to sign 
up to the transplant list. 

“Not only can you save 
someone else’s life, but it also 
changes yours for the better, 
knowing that you’ve made a 


difference. It’s a truly wonder¬ 
ful thing to do.” 

Cardiff 10k takes place on 
Sunday, September 1. 

Nicola has also organised 
a fun family day on August 3 
at Pontycymer rugby fields to 
help raise funds for her chosen 
charities. 

Alan was a player for 
Pontycymer RFC in his 
younger days and a supporter 
his whole life, so Nicola felt 
it was a fitting place for the 
community to get together.

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Stowaway lizard’s 
2,300-mile journey

A STOWAWAY Balkan green lizard 
from the island of Kos made an unex¬ 
pected visit to Wales, after finding his way 
into a holidaymaker’s suitcase. 

RSPCA Cymru was alerted after holidaymakers 
from Bridgend returned to their Laleston home 
to find the lizard in their suitcase on June 6. 

The lizard, approximately 20 centimetres in 
length, had shed his tail - a common defence 
mechanism for the species. Otherwise, however, 
he is in good condition despite the 2,383-mile trip 
from the Greek island to the less sunny Bridgend. 

RSPCA officers transferred the lizard 
to a specialist reptile centre in Pembrokeshire, 
Silent World, for boarding and care. 

Temperatures in Kos were soaring at 79°F or 
26°C when the lizard left Kos - compared to highs 
of just 59°F or 15°C in Bridgend the following day. 

RSPCA inspector Nic de Celis said: “After a 
relaxing break in Kos, the last thing holidaymakers 
would have expected to find in their belongings was 
this lizard. They safely confined the lizard in their 


utility room before we came and made the rescue. 

“As a stowaway in a suitcase from Kos to 
Bridgend for many hours, and with temperatures 
falling from a high of 79°F or 26°C to 59°F or 
15°C, this was some ordeal for the reptile. It is 
anticipated the lizard will now live in the special¬ 
ist centre, in safe and appropriate conditions.” 

Russ and Ginny Spenceley, who run Silent World 
in Pembrokeshire, added: “Fortunately, this lizard is 
doing well. He’s quite friendly, went straight into a 
vivarium with us and is eating locusts directly from 
our hands.” 

The RSPCA receives a lot of calls from people 
who have found spiders, lizards and other exotic 
animals that have stowed away in deliveries or in 
suitcases. The charity advises people to treat any 
unidentified animal with caution until identified 
accurately and not to try to handle an animal that has 
been discovered after being accidentally imported.

BCBC looks at 
bus contracts 


AN upcoming 
review of the 
school and college 
transport policy in 
Bridgend will result 
in the local author¬ 
ity changing its 
plans to enter into 
long-term contracts 
with bus operators. 

Earlier this year, cabi¬ 
net members at Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) approved plans 
to invite tenders to bid 
for contracts for multi¬ 
ple home-to-school bus 
services worth a total 
of £17.9m on 80 routes. 

The award of con¬ 
tracts to the successful 
bidders was expected 
to take place at the end 
of May, as the current 
contracts expire in July. 

The majority of pupils 
are transported in buses 
of various sizes by a 
number of transport 
operators, which are 
mainly local companies. 

A report going before 
cabinet members on June 
18, states that the council 
can no longer proceed 
with the planned five to 
seven-year contracts due 
to an upcoming review 
on home to school and 
college transport policy. 
Officers are recommenT 
ing the local authority 
waits for the outcome of 
the review to allow for 
any changes in provision. 

In the meantime. 


cabinet members will 
be asked to authorise 
officers to enter into 
contracts with exist¬ 
ing operators for 11 
months from September 
2019 to July 2020. 

The move involves 
suspending relevant 
parts of contract pro¬ 
cedure rules which 
require a competitive 
procurement exercise. 

Officers say any 
proposals to amend the 
current transport policy 
will involve “appropriate 
public consultation”. 

The report states 
that in awarding the 
short-term contracts 
to current providers, 
the council is exposed 
to the risk of potential 
challenge from other pro¬ 
viders of such services. 

It states: “Entering 
into contracts with 
the existing service 
providers without any 
competition is in breach 
of the requirements of 
the Public Contract 
Regulations 2015. 

“The risk of chal¬ 
lenge is not possible to 
quantify; however, given 
the current difficulties 
in the commissioning 
of the services, the 
council may take the 
view that the potential 
for challenge is one it 
is prepared to accept.”

Bridgend woman 
threatened to 
kill her husband 


A WOMAN twice 
attacked her husband 
in their Bridgend 
home before threat¬ 
ening to kill him. 
Cardiff Crown 
Court heard that she 
then took one of his 
shoes and attempted 
to set it alight over 
a gas cooker burner, 
writes AJ Sicluna. 

At the time, her 
solicitor, Adam Sharp, 
said 35-year-old 
Kimberley Allwood 
was “in the throes of a 
complete breakdown”. 

Allwood, who was said 
to have no previous con¬ 
victions, admitted two 
charges of assault and 
one of making a threat to 
kill, and causing damage. 

Prosecutor Alison 
O’Shea said the couple 
had enjoyed a six-year 
marriage but earlier this 
year. Allwood became 
depressed and anxious 
when her grandmother 
died and she took to 
drinking. On March 25, 
Richard Allwood fell 
asleep watching tele¬ 
vision and she hit him, 
bruising an eye. The 
following day, he went 
to work, and he returned 


home at 1pm and 
once again fell asleep. 

“She slapped him, 
waking him up. Because 
of that, he left the house 
and received a message 
from her saying “I’m 
going to kill you. If you 
fall asleep. I’m going 
to set you alight,” said 
Ms O’Shea. She then 
put one of his shoes 
over a cooker flame. He 
returned and found her 
holding a meat knife with 
a eight-inch blade, which 
she pointed at herself. 

Mr Sharp said: “These 
incidents were out of 
the blue and wholly 
out of character.” She 
had seen her GP, had 
stopped drinking and 
had moved from the area 
and would be excep¬ 
tionally vulnerable in a 
custodial environment. 

Recorder Duncan 
Bould said: “This was 
a serious matter and 
fortunately, matters 
didn’t escalate.” He 
described her as having a 
fragile mental state. She 
received a one-year com¬ 
munity order. A restrain¬ 
ing order was also made 
preventing her contacting 
Richard Allwood and she 
was directed to pay a 
court surcharge of £85. 


A look at time and space 
- Cosmology Corner 
with Norman Lloyd 


I HAVE picked up on another 
centennial anniversary date. 

We don’t, of course, see the stars 
during the day, except on those rare 
occasions when the moon moves 
directly between the Earth and the 
Sun, causing the skies to darken dur¬ 
ing a full solar eclipse. 

It was 100 years ago on May 
29, 1919, when Arthur Eddington 
observed light bending around the 
Sun during the solar eclipse which 
occurred on that date. Two stars 
which actually lay directly behind 
the Sun (and therefore should have 
been invisible) were clearly seen to be 
occupying apparent positions to one 
side of the Sun. 

This was the first proof that 
Einstein’s concept of space-time 
becoming curved in regions of high 
gravity was correct. 

Having commented on gravity caus¬ 
ing curvatures in the fabric of space in 
several recent columns, let’s now look 
at Einstein’s Relativity predictions 
that gravity and speed, also influence 
time. 

Put simply, Einstein’s equations 
showed that the faster you travel, the 
more time slows down and likewise, 
the greater the gravity pulling at you, 
once again the more time slows down. 

The effect of gravity on time is well 
proven by comparing very accurate 
clocks placed at different altitudes 
such as in valleys, on mountains and, 
more recently, in space. 

Clocks at the higher altitudes show 
time passing faster compared to clocks 
on the surface of the Earth, as there is 
less gravity pulling at you the further 
you are from the planet’s surface. 

The difference is quite small but it 
is, indeed, measurable, particularly for 
clocks on board high orbiting satellites 
where the effect of the Earth’s gravity 
is almost negligible. 

We are all increasingly benefiting 
from GPS technology, whether it be 
from the navigation of the aircraft 
which carry us round the world, the 
Sat-Nav systems in our ears and, for 
those of you who may read my weekly 
St Mary’s reports at the back of the 
GEM, a hand held device or wrist- 
watch that instantly tells a golfer how 
far he is from a hole to within just a 


couple of metres! 

In the GPS configuration, there is a 
network of 24 satellites in high orbits 
of about 20,000 km, each one having 
an orbital speed of some 14,000 kph. 
Between four and 12 satellites are 
visible from any point on Earth at any 
given instant and the atomic clock on 
each satellite ticks with an accuracy of 
a billionth of a second (a nanosecond). 

The incredibly accurate GPS 
receiver in an aircraft determines its 
current position and course by com¬ 
paring the time signals being received 
from the currently visible satellites and 
relating these to their known positions. 

Because a satellite is in orbit at a 
high velocity, the relativistic effects of 
both speed and gravity on their atomic 
clocks must be taken into account. 
Firstly, because the satellites are in 
motion, observers on the ground will 
see the satellites’ clocks ticking more 
slowly than their own. 

Special Relativity predicts that 
clocks on the satellites will fall behind 
clocks on the ground by seven micro¬ 
seconds (seven millionths of a second) 
per day because of the time dilation 
effect of their relative motion. 

Conversely, for satellites in high 
orbit. General Relativity predicts that 
the reduced gravity which they feel 
makes their clocks tick faster than 
clocks seen by observers on the sur¬ 
face of the Earth - to the tune of 45 
micro seconds per day. 

The combination of these two rel¬ 
ativistic effects means that the satel¬ 
lites’ clocks will tick faster than Earth 
based clocks by 38 microseconds per 
day (45-7=38). Doesn’t sound much, 
but the high precision of the GPS 
system requires clock accuracy of the 
order of 20 or 30 nanoseconds, and 38 
microseconds is 38,000 nanoseconds! 

If these effects are not compensated 
for, a navigational fix based on the 
GPS network would be in error after 
just two minutes. After a day, the 
positional error would accumulate to 
more than 10 km and the whole sys¬ 
tem would be worthless after a week! 
Relativity then, is not just an abstract 
notion of theoretical physics, it is 
an absolutely essential for our global 
navigation system to work correctly.

THE sale of a plot of land in 
Porthcawl which is expected 
to kickstart major regen¬ 
eration plans for the town 
has prompted an outcry 
from some residents who 
are objecting to the loss of 
open space and a lack of 
consultation. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) wants to sell land 
at the northern end of Salt Lake car 
park to a food retailer and then use 
the money to fund future phases of 
development on the rest. 

The town’s regeneration is set to 
take place over a number of stages. 
BCBC’s preferred options were out¬ 
lined at a public meeting in 2017, 
and these have not changed. 

Later phases involve a housing 
development next to the new store, 
a revamp for Hillsboro Car Park, a 
leisure scheme, a hotel, and further 
housing on the seafront. 

On Tuesday, June 18, the council’s 
cabinet will be asked to authorise 
the first step by approving plans to 
dispose of the land which is classed 
as public open space at The Green 
and Salt Lake car park. 

However the plans are not popular 
with everyone. 

The public notice to sell the land 
prompted six formal objections. 

In a letter to BCBC, Porthcawl 
town councillor Steve Maitland 
Thomas said a promised consulta¬ 
tion had not taken place with the 
town council and the first any town 
councillor knew of the sale was see¬ 
ing the notice in a local newspaper, 
and there did not appear to be any 
conditions on the sale of the land. 

The chairman of Porthcawl Shout 
Forum, Rod Colyer, has objected, 
saying the area was public open 
space and if sold would be a loss to 
the community. 

And the Porthcawl Civic Society 
has also objected to the loss of 
open space, highlighting its previous 
suggestion of an alternative location 
for the food store on council land in 
Dock Street instead of The Green, 
saying it would bring customers into 
John Street instead of separating 
them from the town by the Portway. 

However, BCBC says that people 
are “misunderstanding” the legal 
process it has to go through. 


In the report going before cabinet, 
officers said a large part of the site 
has been used as a “roughly-sur¬ 
faced” car park for many years, 
while much of the area known as 
‘The Green’ has been used more 
recently as a contractor’s compound. 

The report states: “The site is not 
laid out as formal public open space. 

“While the public have been 
able to access and cross the sites at 
different times they have not had 
exclusive use or right to do so. 

“The main impact on the current 
use of the site will be the loss of the 
car park and this will need to be con¬ 
sidered within the master planning 
for the site.” 

Officers said the intention was 
to engage with others on the wider 
masterplan in due course but it 
needed to publish the notice to dis¬ 
pose of the land before it could 
market it for sale. 

The report states: “There seemed 
to be a misunderstanding that the 
council had already marketed the 
land and is in the process of final¬ 
ising a sale, which is not the case.” 

It adds: “The marketing pack will 
provide details on the likely accept¬ 
able planning uses and will set out 
the basis on which the council is 
prepared to dispose of the land, 
whether this is by way of a freehold 
or long leasehold interest in the site.” 

Officers said any legal conditions 
and requirements involving the 
development would be covered in 
the process “to ensure that the coun¬ 
cil’s interests are suitably protected”. 

Regarding the suggested alterna¬ 
tive location officers said the council 
wanted to retain the existing main 
public car park at Hillsboro Place to 
keep parking provision as close to 
the town centre as possible. 

Work on the latest plans for the 
site have been ongoing since the end 
of a decades-long deadlock between 
leaseholders - two local families - 
and the landowners BCBC. 

At the end of 2017 BCBC agreed 
to pay the two Evans families 
£3.33m to relinquish their rights to 
Salt Lake Car Park.

Busiest month for sea 
traffic in three years 


IN May, the National 
Coastwatch Institution at 
Porthcawl, who operate from 
the Watchtower at Porthcawl 
harbour, logged five inci¬ 
dents and monitored 13. 

Using the CCTV camera at Rest 
Bay, a yacht was spotted head¬ 
ing into danger at Kenfig Sands. 

Milford Haven Coastguard 
was able to see the yacht was 
in trouble via the web link and 
both Porthcawl ILB and Mumbles 
AWLB were involved in towing 
the vessel safely back to Swansea. 

During May, 1,228 vessel move¬ 
ments were logged, which included 
261 commercial vessels - the high¬ 
est number for a single month since 
the station opened three years ago. 


Members of the public have 
become more aware of the highly 
visible safety tow floats available at 
the tower, and an increasing number 
of swimmers borrow them. They 
can be easily seen by boats in the 
area, making the activity much safer. 

Swimmers are also inform¬ 
ing us of their plans for longer 
swims up to or down from Rest 
Bay and across to Ogmore. 

We recently exercised with 
Porthcawl RNLI and both organ¬ 
isations used the opportunity to 
hone their skills, helping to make 
the local coastline a safer place.

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Council’s plan 
for Porthcawl 
supermarket 


PLANS for a food 
store in Porthcawl 
have moved a step 
closer with the 
development of a 
planning brief by 
the local authority. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
development control 
committee will consider 
the brief at a meeting 
on Thursday, June 20. 

The original plan 
had involved building a 
large supermarket on the 
site of Hillsboro Place 
car park which would 
have required the stop¬ 
ping-up of the Portway. 

However, changes 
in the food store mar¬ 
ket now mean there 
is little demand for a 
large store and instead 
a smaller-scale store 
of up to 25,000 sq ft 
is planned. As a result 
the Portway will remain. 

The council’s current 
plan is to retain Hillsboro 
Place car park and base 
the store at the north¬ 
ern end of Salt Lake. 

Planning and regen¬ 
eration officers said 
there has been a strong 
market interest for the 
store in Porthcawl. 

While the 2.2-acre 


site does not currently 
contain planning per¬ 
mission it sits within 
Porthcawl’s Waterfront 
Regeneration Area. 

On Thursday, coun¬ 
cillors will be asked to 
approve the planning 
brief for a food store site. 

The document will 
carry weight once a 
planning application for 
the site is submitted. 

The brief states a 
new supermarket should 
provide “a distinct and 
enhanced gateway into 
Porthcawl”, improve 
the commercial vital¬ 
ity and viability of the 
town centre, and deliver 
a new access road to 
the development site. 

The new access road 
is expected to be built 
from an existing point of 
access off the A4016 (The 
Portway) roundabout. 

It is proposed to 
upgrade the south □ 
eastern arm of the 
A4106 roundabout to 
enable a new two □ way 
access road to the site. 

The idea is that the 
road provide access to 
the food store and also 
to future residential 
areas planned as part 
of the later phases.

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Man sentenced to 
nine years for rape 



A MAN has been 
sentenced to nine 
years imprisonment 
for rape. 

Mohammed Noor 
Ali, 36, (above) of no 
fixed abode, was charged 
with rape and was sen¬ 
tenced at Cardiff Crown 
Court today (June 14). 

He pleaded guilty 
at an earlier hearing 
and the court heard the 
offence took place in 
Maesteg in April, 2019. 

In a victim state¬ 
ment, the woman said 
every aspect of her life 
has been affected by 
what had happened. 

She had no memory 
of the assault and woke 
up with injuries. When 
officers arrested Ali, 
they seized his mobile 
phone on which they 
found 101 photos of the 
unconscious woman. 

The judge also 
ordered Ali to sign the 
sex offenders’ register. 

Detective Constable 
Gareth Holmes, the 
officer in the case, praised 


the courage of the victim 
in coming forward. He 
said: “I would like to 
commend her for show¬ 
ing immense strength and 
courage throughout the 
investigation and court 
process to ensure Ali 
was brought to justice. 

“Ali’s actions have had 
a devastating and lasting 
impact on her. I hope this 
sentence provides some 
closure and comfort as 
she attempts to move 
forward with her life. 

“I want to reassure 
anyone considering 
doing so that there is a 
whole range of support 
out there, not only from 
the police but from 
partner agencies who 
can help you through 
the entire process.”

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Action is required 
on Weycock Cross 
‘chaos’ says AM 


THE Vale Council must 
take action over the “ongo¬ 
ing chaos” being caused 
by roadworks at Weycock 
Cross roundabout in Barry, 
South Wales Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies has 
said. 

The disruption has been eaused 
by works to upgrade Five Mile 
Lane, despite no maintenanee 
being carried out on Port Road 
linking Cardiff, Barry and Rhoose. 

Mr Davies said he had been 
inundated with complaints from 
constituents across the area, 
pointing out that tailbacks were 
going back “miles” and causing 
considerable delays. 

Similar problems have occurred 
on the A48 at Sycamore Cross, 
where the AM says that complex 
traffic controls have caused addi¬ 
tional problems. 

He called for action to be taken 
to minimise the disruption, and has 
raised concerns with the council. 

Mr Davies said: “The works 
to upgrade Five Mile Lane have 
caused significant disruption on 
Port Road, despite the fact that 
this road is not part of the upgrade 
scheme. 

“Many people are rightly con¬ 
cerned by the delays, which are 
especially bad in peak hours, and 
I have been caught in them myself 
far too often. 


“The council must take action 
to minimise the inconvenience 
caused. I don’t see why works 
on one road can have such effects 
on another, and they need to sort 
it out.” 

Emma Reed, the Vale Council 
Head of Neighbourhood Services 
and Transport, said: “We are fully 
aware of the frustration and dis¬ 
ruption experienced by residents, 
businesses and visitors over the 
past few months at the Weycock 
Cross junction in Barry. 

“The works being undertaken 
by water and electricity compa¬ 
nies are connected to road con¬ 
struction works currently under 
way on Five Mile Lane which 
will significantly improve vehicle, 
pedestrian and cycling transport 
links in the area. 

“The nearby Five Mile Lane 
improvement project will deliver 
faster journey times and a safer, 
more reliable route. The scheme 
will also offer improved access 
to Cardiff Airport and St Athan 
Enterprise Zone. 

“The Weycock Cross Junction 
works include widening the road 
around the roundabout, installing 
a Toucan crossing on Port Road 
west on the road to the Cwm 
Ciddy pub, as well as the realign¬ 
ment of various kerbs to enhance 
cycling and pedestrian access. 

“Construction work at the 
Weycock Cross roundabout, Barry 


will also significantly improve 
local utility infrastructure. 

“There have been ongoing 
technical issues with an old large 
asbestos water main which serves 
a significant number of properties 
in the Barry, Rhoose and airport 
area. These are currently being 
addressed by Welsh Water whilst 
they are still maintaining water 
supplies to properties and busi¬ 
nesses in the area. 

“These water works are due 
to be completed by early July. 
Western Power Distribution are 
then due to carry out electrical 
works at the Weycock Cross 
junction, which are scheduled for 
approximately 10 days. 

“Once these water and electric¬ 
ity works have been completed, 
construction work related to 
the Five Mile Lane project will 
resume and is due to be completed 
in the early autumn. As part of 
this work, the Weycock Cross 
Junction road will have a new 
surface. 

“To minimise further disrup¬ 
tion, work carried out by Welsh 
Water to construct a new water 
main, from the Welsh Hawking 
Centre on Five Mile Lane via the 
Weycock Cross Junction along 
Pontypridd Road, will take place 
at the same time at the Weycock 
Cross Junction.”

Chris Jones, who runs 
the company with his

“Over the last 18 
months many people 
have called us to say they

want their milk delivered 
in glass bottles. We 
estimate that has saved 
150,000 items of single 
use plastic. 

“Thanks to customers 
who have switched, and 
new people coming to us 
because they don’t want 
to use the supermarkets’ 
plastic bottles, we are 
now running along at an 
extra 2,500 pints in glass 
bottles every week.” 

The GEM featured the 
company in February 
2018 when it started to 
get inundated with calls 
from eco-conscious con¬ 
sumers who had watched 
Blue Planet II, which was 
broadcast in late 2017. 

The documentary 
revealed a startling sta¬ 
tistic - that eight million 
tonnes of plastic a year 
ends up in the ocean. 

Chris explained: 
“Unlike plastic, a glass 
bottle can be reused 30 
times before it is sent off 
to be recycled. It is then 
recycled into new glass

bottles that will one day 
be recycled again. It is a 
continuous process.” 

Last week, a BBC pro¬ 
gramme, War on Plastic, 
presented by Hugh 
F earnley-Whittingstall 
and Anita Rani, demon¬ 
strated how households 
in just one street in 
Bristol had several thou¬ 
sand single-use plastic 
items. 

Chris said: “It led to 
another surge in calls 
from people. Everybody 
has milk and consumers 
are thinking more and 
more about the packag¬ 
ing that is used. We sell 
milk, fresh fruit juice and 
spring water all in glass 
bottles. 

“Supermarkets don’t 
seem to want to deal in 
glass - maybe they think 
it’s too fragile. 

“Zero plastic waste is 
the ideal answer to the 
problem at hand and 
we’re proud of the dif¬ 
ference we are making.”

City Deal bosses 
£50k business 
trip to Cannes 

NEARLY £50,000 was spent flying out 10 
high-ranking councillors and chief execu¬ 
tives from south east Wales to a four-day 
business conference in the French Riviera. 

Representatives of the Cardiff Capital Region 
(CCR) City Deal attended the Marche International 
des Professionals d’lmmobilier (MIPIM) in March 
to promote the £1.2 billion venture. 

Flights, accommodation and transport costs 
totalled £17,586 for the trip to the renowned event 
in Cannes, which was attended by more than 26,000 
investors, developers and journalists from around 
the world. The delegation included council leaders 
and chief executives. 

Another £30,538 was spent on conference passes, 
an event stand, meetings, marketing materials and a 
debrief dinner. 

A breakdown of costs per attendee is as follows:

-£1,829.54. 

• Cllr David Poole, leader of Caerphilly council 
-£1,855.94, 

• Christina Harrhy, interim chief executive of 
Caerphilly council - £1,855.94.

-£1,855.94. 

• Paul Matthews, chief executive of Monmouthshire 
council - £1,855.94. 

• Cllr Andrew Morgan, leader of Rhondda Cynon 
Taf council - £1,855.94. 

• Frank Holmes, chair of the CCR Economic 
Growth Partnership - £1,829.54. 

• Kellie Beime, CCR director - £1,579.68. 

• Two CCR council officers - £3,067.68. 

In a report discussed by CCR leaders on June 
10, director Kellie Beime said the presence showed 
that the region was “in the game and invested in 
developing its international presence”. 

“A range of high-potential contacts and new 
high-value networks were formed,” reads the report. 

“Whilst CCR was never going to leave MIPIM 
with a done deal, the potential for future collabo¬ 
ration and investment opportunities clearly exists. 
In this case, it was about establishing reciprocity, 
interest, creating buzz, connecting on a personal 
level and beginning to set out purpose and intent.” 

There are now plans to attend the MIPIM Cannes 
event in 2020, though Ms Beime has suggested that 
the branding of the region should be strengthened. 

Neil Brierley, who led the MIPIM trip as chair 
of the CCR Business Council, said: “MIPIM is the 
ideal opportunity to showcase the city region and 
ensure the CCR shines brightly in the European 
investment market. 

“We consider the 2019 event a major success, and 
a springboard for MIPIM 2020.”

Council leader - Vale 
decisions will ^take time’ 


THE new leadership of the 
Vale Council has been warned 
there are “no excuses” for 
kicking controversial plans for 
new parking charges and to 
‘close’ a school into the long 
grass. 

Cllr Neil Moore, who leads the 
Eabour-led coalition now mnning 
the Vale Council, has said he won’t 
be mshed into making key decisions 
or “kowtow to those who shout the 
loudest”. 

Key decisions on whether parking 
charges will be introduced to parts 
of the Vale for the first time, or the 
transfer of Elancarfan Primary School 
to Rhoose, are not likely to be made 
until later in the year. 

Vale Conservative Leader, Cllr 
Vincent Bailey, said the new admin¬ 
istration had made its stance on these 
issues clear in opposition, and warned 
that members of the public would now 
expect them to come good on their 
commitments. 

Cllr Lis Burnett, now deputy leader 
of the Vale council, tweeted during the 
Rhoose by-election in Febmary that the 
Elancarfan School closure “wouldn’t 
be happening if Welsh Labour were 
mnning the council”. 

Cllr Neil Moore, as a member 
of the council’s Environment and 
Regeneration Committee, voted unan¬ 
imously along with other committee 
members to reject proposals for car 
parking charges. 

Cllr Bailey said: “Clh Moore is an 
experienced politician and played a 
key role as part of the Environment 
and Regeneration committee alongside 


me in tearing up these proposals for 
parking charges. 

“He is now in a position to reassure 
Barry Island traders that they need not 
fear the impact of draconian charges, 
and we will join the community in 
supporting him if he does.” 

On Elancarfan School, Cllr Bailey 
added: “Having spent two years chair¬ 
ing the committee which looked at this 
decision in great detail, it’s hard to see 
why Cllr Burnett cannot come out right 
away and reverse this decision. 

“These are not new councillors deal¬ 
ing with new issues. There really is no 
excuse to waste time and allow these 
concerns to fester over the summer.” 

In a joint statement, Cllrs Moore 
and Burnett said: “It’s always disap¬ 
pointing when politicians suggest that 
simple answers to complicated issues 
are possible. Cllr Bailey would be 
aware that the last Labour adminis¬ 
tration repeatedly refused to consider 
recommendations to close Elancarfan. 

“However, once it had been put on 
the table, I imagine the people of the 
Vale would expect us to fully review 
the proposal before a decision is taken. 

“Our comments on parking charges 
are also a matter of public record. We 
also know we have to find a way to 
balance the huge costs of non-statutory 
services. We need to find a way of 
funding our much-loved country parks, 
the management of our resorts and car 
parks and our events programmes yet 
minimise any impact and inconven¬ 
ience on local residents, businesses 
and communities. If that takes a little 
time, so be it.”

Council extends its Syrian 
refugee rehoming scheme 


MORE refugees from war- 
torn Syria are to get new lives 
in the Vale. 

The council has agreed to extend 
its participation in a United Nations 
scheme which resettles Syrian refugees 
until March 2020. 

Syrian refugees have been taken in 
by councils in Cardiff and the Vale 
since May 2016 under a three-year 
agreement with the Home Office. 

That has since expired but the Vale 
Council’s cabinet has now agreed to 
continue actively resettle Syrian refu¬ 
gees until March next year. 

Since May 2016 a total of 12 Syrian 
refugee families have been resettled 
in the Vale. The council now hopes 
to resettle another four families by 
March 2020. 

A total of 28 families have been 
resettled across Cardiff and the Vale 


since May 2016. 

Cardiff council, which has also 
agreed to extend its participation in 
the scheme, hopes to rehome a further 
six Syrian refugee families by March 
next year. 

A Cardiff council meeting has heard 
both councils have only used private 
rented accommodation to resettle the 
refugees amid growing demand for 
social housing and homelessness. 

The UK Government funds the costs 
of resettling refugees for five years but 
the amount councils can claim reduces 
year on year. 

In the first 12 months, councils can 
claim tariffs of £8,250 for each adult or 
£8,520 for each child on top of grants 
of up to £4,500 for schooling costs.

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Bryncethin 
Rugby Club’s 
£550K project 
for community 


PHIL Jones, the vice-chair¬ 
man of Bryncethin Rugby 
Club, first played for the club 
50 years ago and did not want 
to see a club with junior and 
adult teams at the heart of the 
community disappear when the 
council said they had a choice 
between pitch fees rising astro¬ 
nomically, the pavilion closing, 
or the club taking responsibil¬ 
ity for running it and cutting 
the grass themselves. 

Phil and three others at the elub have 
spent the last few years undertaking 
a Community Asset Transfer (CAT) 
for the club’s pavilion from Bridgend 
County Borough Council (BCBC). 

He said: “When I was young, the 
rugby club was the centre of village 
life. We played for it, and felt part of 
the village - any team sport is a good 
thing, for discipline and friendship. 

“But rugby clubs are struggling. 
Some of the clubs in the county have 
already closed, and it’s altering the 
social fabric of communities. Our 
pavilion was close to being con¬ 
demned, and the council didn’t have 
the money to spend on it. 

“We realised we either had to take 
it on ourselves or it would close due to 
the sub-standard conditions, and rugby 
would ultimately go from the village. 
We have been in existence for 130 
years but we would have been finished 
if we hadn’t done this.” 

They are now leading a £550,000 
building project, which is transforming 
the run-down pavilion into a two-storey 
community centre with new changing 
rooms, kitchens, an IT suite, a meeting 
room, large hall area and patio doors 
onto a balcony. 

In addition to clubs and various 
organisations, town and community 
councils are also taking on facilities 
where they can, in order to ensure they 
are not lost. 

In Bridgend, Bryncethin RFC’s 
pavilion is the first outdoor sports 
facility to be transferred by the local 
authority. In recent years BCBC has 
wanted clubs to take on leases for 
buildings and sports fields, but it is 
only in the last year it has raised the 
stakes. 

It has warned clubs and local organ¬ 
isations that if they do not take respon¬ 
sibility for them, the council will have 
little option but to close facilities - or 
charge clubs up to five times more to 
use them. 

The council currently provides 40 
football pitches, 31 rugby pitches, nine 
cricket squares and 17 bowling greens. 
A public consultation is currently run¬ 
ning, asking clubs what appetite they 
have for taking on leases and how they 
should be managed. Historically, the 
council has provided the services on a 
heavily-subsidised basis, covering on 
average up to 80% of costs. 

There is concern that as local author¬ 
ities withdraw looking after outdoor 
sports facilities, football and rugby 
could slowly die out at grassroots 
level. 

Graham Williams, director of com¬ 
munity engagement at Sport Wales, 
says the increasing financial pres¬ 
sures on local authorities is having a 
knock-on effect on sports clubs. 

He said: “Community asset trans¬ 
fer can provide a positive solution. 
However, there needs to be support 

- financial or from a skills perspective 

- from the local authority for any club 
looking to go through this process. 


Governing bodies of sports are aware 
of the issues and, where they can, are 
also providing advice and support to 
their clubs.” 

He added: “The management of 
maintenance of sports pitches varies 
significantly across Wales and even 
between one town and the next. We 
know that many grassroots clubs rely 
on public facilities provided by local 
authorities.” 

In Bridgend, the CAT process has 
been criticised for being complex and 
lengthy, and is off-putting to clubs 
who are solely reliant on volunteers to 
run them. 

Many of the buildings up for trans¬ 
fer are in a bad condition with only 
limited pots of funding available to 
restore them. 

Phil Jones added: “One of my con¬ 
cerns is the older, more traditional and 
more community-minded members 
are used to turning up on a Saturday 
and having both the building, and 
grass-cutting taken care of by the 
council. I think the extra responsibility 
is just too much for them. It will be too 
much for the committee, and if you 
haven’t got a committee, you haven’t 
got a team. 

Speaking about the club’s refurbish¬ 
ment, club chairman Jon Davies said: 
“We built this with the community in 
mind, a pavilion the whole community 
could enjoy rather than be exclusively 
used by one or two groups. We’ve 
had expressions of interest from judo 
and karate clubs, a ballet school and a 
couple of charities. 

“It was a big ask to take it on but 
since then, so many organisations have 
come forward to say they want to use 
it.” 

In addition to the building project, 
the centre will soon have its own 
dedicated car park with a minimum of 
25 spaces. 

While the project has been driven 
by the rugby club, a community group 
has been set up to run the centre, with 
the intention of including one person 
from each of the user groups. With 300 
members belonging to the rugby club, 
there are strong links to the community 
and the skills of some of them have 
been invaluable to the CAT transfer 
process, providing legal assistance, 
construction knowledge and project 
management. 

The project received £110k from 
BCBC’s £lm pot for asset transfers 
which the club was then able to use 
to get £15k from the Welsh Rugby 
Union and further funding from the EU 
Rural Community Development Fund 
and Welsh Government’s Community 
Facilities Programme. 

The pavilion is due to be completed 
in the middle of June, with an official 
opening on July 19, and a community 
fun day on July 20. 

Sport Wales has an online resource 
to support clubs - Club Solutions - 
that provides information to help vol¬ 
unteers, including guidance on asset 
transfer. It also has a £1 million fund 
for grassroots community facilities 
now open for applications until the 
end of June.

Local opticians help bowls club 



TWO local opticians 
have agreed to sponsor 
Romilly Bowls Club 
as council budget cuts 
place the 111-year-old 
sports club under threat. 

Specsavers’ optical and 
audiology teams in Barry and 
Cardiff will sponsor the club, 
which has more than 70 mem¬ 
bers, for the next 12 months. 

The club is one of dozens 
of sport groups in the region 
being asked to cover the 


costs of their sports facilities 
following budget cuts from 
the Vale Council. The policy 
of asking clubs to take more 
responsibility for their assets 
such as sports grounds and 
clubhouses is not confined 
to the Vale. In neighbouring 
Bridgend county borough, 
the local authority is doing 
the same. {See story on left, 
concerning Bryncethin RFC.) 

Graham Cogbill, chairman 
at Romilly Bowling Club, 
said: “Our club has been a 


social hub for many of our 
members for decades and is a 
great way for older people to 
get some basic exercise.” 

He said the club needs to 
raise more than £15,000 a 
year to cover the maintenance 
of the green and other costs. 
While some of this will be 
made up from fees, there is 
still a significant shortfall and 
the club is reluctant to double 
or triple members’ payments. 

“We are so grateful for 
the support of Specsavers, as 


their donations will edge us 
closer to our target and hope¬ 
fully ensure we can continue 
to serve the community we 
love,” Mr Cogbill added. 

Jamie Pullen, director of 
Specsavers in Barry, said: 
“After hearing about the 
club’s story and meeting the 
organisers directly, it was 
clear that we needed to do 
something. With the support 
of James Deavail (Specsavers 
Cardiff), we have been able to 
do our bit for the cause.”

W HILE a 
far better 
effort 

than the misguided 
sequel, Men In 
Black 3 seemed to 
put a full stop on 
the MiB franchise. 

There were plans 
to merge the universe 
with that of the Jump 
Street films, a merger 
that thankfully failed 
to get off the ground, 
but it did kickstart 
plans to reinvigorate 
the fi'anchise, starting 
with Men In Black: 
International. 

There’s no Will 
Smith or Tommy Lee 
Jones this time around 
though, as we meet 
Tessa Thompson’s 
Molly. After having 
an encounter with an 
alien when she was 
younger, her memories 
have remained, and 
she sets about tracking 
down the men in black 
she saw. 

When she infiltrates 
their headquarters, her 
resourcefulness sees 
her hired and renamed 
Agent M, and she finds 
herself assigned to the 
London branch where, 
working alongside the 
famous and slightly 
cocky Agent H (Chris 
Hemsworth) the pair 
go on a global journey 
to uncover a mole in 
the organisation... 

It’s been seven years 
since the last Men In 
Black film, one that 
undid the harm done 
by the second part but 
equally didn’t exactly 
leave fans salivating 
for more adventures. 

Men In Black: 
International, on the 
surface, feels like a 
film that is designed 
to take advantage of 
a dormant cinematic 
property and give it 
a fresh lick of paint 
while hopefully 
trousering a generous 
box office take while 
they’re at it. 

But, in actuality, this 
is a film that, while not 
hitting the heights of 
the first film, is fresh 
and vibrant enough to 
work as a kick starter 
to a whole new series 
of films on its own 
terms, taking the MiBs 
on a globetrotting 
adventure that may 
play out predictably 
but has a lot of fun

doing so. 

Shorn of Will Smith 
and Tommy Lee Jones 
as leads, this is a film 
that leans heavily on 
the performances, and 
chemistry, of Tessa 
Thompson and Chris 
Hemsworth, and 
fortunately the pair 
excel. Having shared a 
winning partnership in 
Thor: Ragnarok, here 
the pair essay their 
roles with aplomb. 

Thompson is the 
newcomer to the world 
of the Men in Black, 
keen to impress her 
new bosses and solve 
a mystery that, for 
the audience at least, 
is painfully obvious 
to resolve, while 
Hem s worth is the 007- 
esque charmer with a 
self-inflated opinion of 
himself and his work. 

While much of the 
humour and enjoyment 
comes Ifom seeing the 
pair rub each other the 
wrong way, there’s 
enough in their indi¬ 
vidual performances 
to make their turns 
hugely satisfying, with 
the pair more than 
capable of handling 
the more dramatic 
moments when they 
come around, but 
taking great delight 
in hitting the funny 
bone, Thompson often 
playing the straight 
man to Hemsworth’s 
comic leanings. 

Around them are 
players who bring 
what is required - 
Liam Neeson’s head 
honcho, Rafe Spall’s 
by-the-book agent, 
Rebecca Ferguson’s 
three-armed alien (and 
former love interest 
of Hemsworth’s 
Agent H) and Emma 


Thompson (the only 
returning character 
from the earlier 
films) - all more than 
dependable and filling 
out the cast well. 

Director F Gary 
Gray is on something 
of a streak at present 
following the success 
of Straight Outta 
Compton and Fast 
& Furious 8, and 
here he shows he’s 
more than adept at 
handling blockbuster 
fare, but never tries to 
make it too showy or 
ridiculous. 

He’s a reliable pair 
of hands and gives 
the film an energy 
that carries it through 
its running time, 
and while there’s no 
jaw-dropping action 
sequence, there’s 
plenty to savour and 
enjoy in a film that 
feels low-key for a 
summer blockbuster. 

It’s not a perfect 
film by any stretch - 
you can’t help but feel 
some of the character 
work got lost at some 
point in the process, 
while the central 
mystery of the role 
becomes fairly obvious 
incredibly early 
on - but it still makes 
for a very enjoyable 
slice of fun. Men In 
Black: International a 
globetrotting delight. 

VERDICT: A film 
that restores some 
of the glory to a 
franchise that seemed 
dormant. Men In 
Black: International is 
a solidly entertaining 
blockbuster, mainly 
thanks to the wonder¬ 
ful central turns from 
Tessa Thompson and 
Chris Hemsworth, as 
well as an enjoyable 
supporting cast.

Gary Gray’s direction 
is dependable and 
assured, and while the 
film doesn’t reinvent 
the wheel, it gives the 
audience a good time.

1915. In January 1916 
the chamber was used to 
listen to the appeals of 
men against their notice 
of conscription in the 
Armed Forces of World 
War One.

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Bridgend Council’s 
deputy mayor defends 
himself after ‘jolly 
to France’ criticism 


BRIDGEND Town Council’s new deputy 
mayor has defended a decision to attend 
a special twinning event in France after 
facing criticism for taking part in a “tax- 
payer-funded jolly”. 

Cllr Steven Bletsoe (Independent) said he was 
“deeply offended” by the accusation, adding it was 
about an “important civic event” between Bridgend 
and Villenave D’Omon. 

Conservatives on the town council were unhappy 
with plans to fund the travel costs for Cllr Bletsoe 
and his consort, town councillor Freya Bletsoe, 
when it was already paying for the mayor, his 
consort and the clerk to attend. 

When the finance committee approved the £322 
travel costs earlier this month, Cllr Matthew Voisey 
said it was “totally inappropriate”, adding it was 
excessive, wasteful, and the public would see it as a 
“taxpayer-funded jolly”. 

At the time Cllr Bletsoe declined to comment 
but has now issued a statement after full council 
approved the travel costs on Monday, June 17. 

He said his motivation to drive “at least 14 hours 
each way” was to represent the town council and 
the town itself at meetings with representatives of 
Villenave d’Omon, “to ensure that the best outcome 
could be achieved through the town twinning rela¬ 
tionship and look to improve it for all concerned”. 

He said: “This is not ‘a jolly’ and councillors 
using this phrase are being disrespectful to all parties 
involved, many who give their time voluntarily 
and raise funds to ensure that cultural exchanges 
continue to happen year on year.” 

He pointed out that not only had he turned down 
a £650 remuneration he was entitled to receive for 
being deputy mayor and a town councillor this year 
as soon as he was appointed, he had also declined to 
take the same amount last year, being a councillor 
and chairman of the regeneration committee. 

He said: “I declined both amounts and asked for 
the money to be returned in full to council funds to 
be used for the taxpayer’s benefit. 

“The cost for my visit to Villenave D’Omon 
is vastly less than the money that I am entitled to 
receive but have rejected. 

“I cannot state strongly enough that my drive and 


motivation is for the public, not seeking ‘jollies on 
the public purse’.” 

Cllr Bletsoe said it had always been intended to 
send additional representation to attend the event 
in France, being the 25th anniversary of the town 
twinning. 

He said: “In November 2018, councillors set aside 
£2,000 to attend the civic event. 

“Villanave D’Omon and the town twinning com¬ 
mittee requested four to five official attendees from 
Bridgend Town Council on a full civic invitation, 
alongside members of the committee itself and local 
choirs, all of who were paying for the trip from their 
own funds. 

“Some of the first invitees were unable to attend, 
others were asked and they also could not attend. 

“At this point, and shortly after my election to the 
position of deputy mayor, I was asked. 

“I was told that I would be flown to France 
along with the other civic representatives but after 
discussing it with staff I offered to drive as it would 
allow me to take my consort, plus a further two 
councillors, all for the same cost to the public. 

“This would both save money for the public and 
increase the number of people attending. 

“It would also allow me to carry the civic gifts 
to Villenave D’Omon and bring gifts back at no 
additional cost to the public.” 

He added: “It is important to know that when 
Villenave D’Omon attended Bridgend for the 20th 
anniversary they sent 40 official delegates to the 
civic event. 

“Here we were looking to send four in return - my 
attempt was to try to send seven with no additional 
costs to the public.” 

The town council will be paying for the flights 
and hotels for the mayor, mayor’s consort and town 
clerk - understood to be a total of about £1,300 - and 
paying the £322 cost of travelling by car for the 
deputy mayor and his consort. 

However the accommodation costs for the deputy 
mayor and his consort will not be reimbursed. 

The anniversary event takes place in early 
September.

When the sport of 
kings was held at 
Ely Racecourse... 


AFTER providing a colour¬ 
ful chapter in the history of 
horse racing, 80 years ago this 
year, Cardiff s Ely Racecourse 
closed its gates forever. 

Horse racing first came to Ely on 
May 30, 1855 but the sport was not 
entirely new to the town for the Ely 
racecourse was in line of descent from 
the old racecourse at Heath Farm. 

In fact, Ely Racecourse was to 
survive right up until the start of the 
Second World War, and it was to 
attract some of the best horses in the 
country. 

For instance, the dual Aintree Grand 
National winner The Co/one/ (1869/70) 
ran there, as did Emblem (1863) and 
Emblematic (1894). Other Grand 
National winners to grace the Ely turf 
were Cloister, Father O’Flynn and 
the legendary Gold Miller. The famed 
Brown Jack, ridden by Welshman LB 
Rees, won the Cardiff Club Juvenile 
Hurdle in 1927, and more than 40,000 
racegoers had flocked to Ely to see the 
Welsh Grand National in 1895. 

It was at Ely that Fulke Walwyn, the 
Queen Mother’s trainer, rode his first 
winner while 

other jockeys to ride there were 
the famed Anthony and Rees brothers 
from west Wales. 

Cowbridge’s Fred Williams, father 
of Evan Williams who won the 
Aintree Grand National on Royal Mail 
in 1937, was the official starter at 


Ely Racecourse and two riders from 
the Vale who won the Welsh Grand 
National were David Thomas, who 
won on Miss Balscadden in 1926, 
and George Bowden, who won on the 
same mare in 1928. 

In my book The Welsh Grand 
National - from Deerstalker to 
Emperor’s Choice (The History 
Press), I told how Llantwit Major’s 
Posy Lewis’ father Major EC Morel’s 
Waving Star, ridden by Alec Marsh, 
came close to winning the last Welsh 
Grand National to be run at Ely 
Racecourse. 

It looked as though Waving Star’s 
black, red and white colours, taken 
from the family shipping line which 
were immensely popular with racego¬ 
ers, would record a local victory as the 
mare went half-a-dozen or so lengths 
clear after jumping the last. 

But Jack Fawcus on Lacatoi con¬ 
jured up a late run to win by the short¬ 
est of short heads to win the race for a 
third time - and to this day, no other 
horse has won the race three times. 

Horse racing sadly came to an end 
at Ely Racecourse on April 27, 1939 
after Grasshopper, partnered by Keith 
Piggott, father of the legendary Lester 
Piggott, won the last race.

Crime operations in 
Penarth tackle ASB 
and CSE 


COMMUNITY 
concerns, a dedi¬ 
cated operation to 
tackle antisocial 
behaviour (ASB) in 
Penarth was carried 
out on June 7 and 8. 

We received a number 
of reports in recent weeks 
regarding large groups of 
youths behaving in an 
antisocial manner - in 
particular, reports of 
underage drinking. 

Operation Mobile 
involved neighbourhood 
policing teams from 
Penarth, the Vale, and 
Barry along with com¬ 
munity safety partnership 
officers, when officers 
carried out high-visibility 
patrols and stop-searches 
around the anti social 
behaviour hotspots. 

Officers confiscated a 
quantity of alcohol and 
gave two teenagers street 
warnings for cannabis. 

This kind of behaviour 
will not be tolerated, and 
we are working with 
our partners to stamp 
out antisocial behaviour 
in our communities. I 
would urge parents to 
talk to their children 
about the dangers and the 
consequences of under¬ 
age drinking. 

A number of youths 
have already received 
antisocial behaviour 
warning letters in rela¬ 
tion to an incident at the 


Penarth Athletic Field at 
the end of last month. 

A 14-year-old boy has 
also been charged with 
an offence under the 
Assaults on Emergency 
Workers Act and is due 
in court later this month. 

Officers were also 
out in Penarth during 
that weekend as part of 
Operation Brake to raise 
awareness of the signs of 
child sexual exploitation 
(CSE) within the night 
time economy. 

This operation 
involves partnership 
working between South 
Wales Police’s licensing 
and CSE teams along 
with the local authority’s 
licensing enforcement 
teams. Staff at licensed 
premises, hotels and taxi 
drivers were spoken to 
by officers and posters 
highlighting how to 
identify the risks of CSE 
were distributed across 
the town. 

Child sexual exploita¬ 
tion can happen to any 
child under the age of 18, 
making them vulnerable 
within the night time 
economy. 

If you have any 
concerns about ASB or 
CSE, then report them 
to us on 101 or 999 in an 
emergency.

Late drama denies 
Porthcawl victory 


IN one of the most thrilling 
finales seen at Locks Lane for 
many years, Porthcawl were 
denied a dramatic and unlikely 
victory against Tata Steel by a 
run out off the penultimate ball 
of the match. 

The tie was probably a just result 
as both sides had chances to seal 
victory but neither were able to press 
home their advantage and get over the 
winning line. 

Chasing 136 for victory, it looked 
mission impossible for the Seasiders as 
they slumped to 64-7 from 36 of their 
50 overs, then 71-8. 

It looked a formality for Tata, who 
were playing in the top flight last 
season before being relegated, as their 
Welsh international over-60s left arm 
spinner Peter Doyle weaved his magic. 
He produced superb flgures of 4-20 
from 10 overs to rip the heart out of the 
home batting. 

The cockahoop visitors had victory 
in sight but were rocked by a fighting 
and chance-less partnership between 
Chris Richards and Tom Davies, mak¬ 
ing his season’s bow and renowned for 
his bowling rather than his batting. 

Richards, had previously retired hurt 
with a thigh issue, after trying to sweep 
Doyle, but returned to the crease and 
produced a memorable innings that 
deserved to snatch victory from the 
jaws of defeat. 

He and Davies put on 59 for the 
ninth wicket before being adjudged 
Ibw with six runs needed for victory. 
Richards stroked 44 from 64 balls, 
with a six and four fours, in a masterly 
display that had the home supporters 
on the edge of their seats. 

At 130-9 the game was delicately 
balanced, with one over remaining, 
but Davies, joined by Mark Bevan, 
then took control and took five off the 
first four balls, but in the excitement 
of an unexpected victory, Davies was 
run out going for the winning run. He 
made 19 and made a solid case to bat 
higher than number 10. 

Earlier, the innings was held 
together by consistent veteran and for¬ 
mer skipper Mark Lewis who batted 
with great determination to record 30 
in a 81 ball stay at the crease, finding 
the boundary three times. 

Mark Dixon added 13 and former 
Ammanford batsman Rhodri Phillips 
11, but the remainder of the batsmen 
found Doyle too canny. 

Doyle was well supported by lively 
pace bowler Damien Williams who 
took 3-24 from 10 overs while Prijha 
took 2-35. Opening bowler Sarma 
Valeti was wicketless but produced a 
remarkable spell of 0-7 from 10 overs, 
six of which were maidens. 

Earlier, the Steelmen were indebted 
to another Welsh international over- 
60s player for their total of 135-9. Paul 
Donovan opened the batting and was 
undefeated on 74 at the close of the 
innings, although Porthcawl will rue 
four spilled catches that would have 
turned the game. 

Donovan’s patient knock yielded 
six boundaries while the only other 
batsmen to reach double figures were 
Doyle and Prijha,who both added 14. 

For the hosts, Tim Richards once 
again led from the front with an excel¬ 
lent return of 4-39 from 10 overs and 
skipper Nick Morgan chipped in with 
2-32, also from 10 overs. 

Tom Davies, in his first spell of the 


campaign, bowled accurately to reg¬ 
ister 1-22 from his 10 over allocation 
and Steffan Flood took 1-7 to add to 
his growing list of victims. Young 
leg spinner Spencer Morgan, while 
wicketless, also bowled admirably 
conceding just 24 from his 10 over 
stint.
